Fear for Birds and 
Animals in West 
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The American 
Chestnut

There are times when we miss 
an acquaintance dreadfully after 
he is gone.

and man. 
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Records indicate the total 
value of chestnut products pro¬ 
duced in 1909, not intruding 
nuts, amounted to over 19 mil¬ 
lion dollars, and in 1910 chest¬ 
nut comprised 7 percent of total 
amount of hardwood timber cut, 
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ties, posts, rails, slack coopt rape, 
paper and fiber boards, tanning 
extract from bark and wood and 
the abundance of nuts which ser¬ 
ved as food for both animals 
and man.
